Care of young children and ex- 
pert supervision of school children 
after school hours has now every 
chance of becoming as much a part 
of the life of the community as the 
public school. It can and, indeed, 
it must be a development, a broad- 
ening and deepening of public edu- 
cation. 

Every great democratic institu- 
tion as, for instance, compulsory 
education of children has had to be 
fought for and continually de- 
veloped, throughout American his- 
tory. Free nurseries and child care 
centers are not new. Up to the 
present, however, only the surface 
of the problem has been scratched. 

The Committee for the Care of 
Young Children in War Time has 
started the ball rolling by the first 
conference in history en this ques- 
tion. The June 17th conference in 
New York City brought together 
nearly 1,000 people to put into ac- 
tion practical plans for a wide net- 
work of nurseries and child-care 
centers throughout New York City. 
Delegates from the tradé unions, 
both CIO and AFL, spoke in com- 
plete agreement with the : 
Mayor LaGuardia, prior the 
opening of the conference, had al- 
ready acceded to the request of the 
committee to appoint a war-time 
child care committee with repre- 
sentatives from the Board of Edu- 
cation, Health and Labor. The 
Mayor was represented by Com- 
missicner Hodson; a member of the 
Department of Health spoke for 
Dr. Rice, Health Commissioner, 
and a member of the Board of 
Education presented the Board's 
views on the subject. Arehbishop 
William Ernst, a Negro churchman 
of the Permanent Committee for 
Better Schools in made a 
splendid appeal for the care and 
education of children. 

The archbishop said that it took 
a war to jolt the nation into the 
realization that all children of all 
ages need the tender care and 
sympathy of adults best suited for 
the task. He said further that edu-
